ture is based on the fact that 
the tariff for every kilowatt 
hour diminishes when a con¬ 
sumer uses more electricity. 
A socialized system will en¬ 
tail that the consumer will 
pay less when he uses less 
electricity. Those who use 
more, pays a relatively higher 
price. 

Prime Minister Mike 
Eman believes that we can 
restructure the tariffs in such 
a manner that 70% of our 
community could benefit. 
The intention now is to so¬ 
cialize the tariffs and at the 
same time make consumers 
aware of the importance of 
the conscientious use of 
water and electricity. The rep¬ 
resentatives of commerce are 
also in favor of a socialized 
tariff. 

What will a socialized 
structure entail exactly? This 
is a matter that must be dis¬ 
cussed and accorded in a sub¬ 
sequent National Social 
Dialogue. WEB has been re¬ 
quested to present as soon as 
possible, some examples to 
be discussed so they can ar¬ 
rive at a decision on how the 
tariffs ought to be socialized. 

The social partners will 
get together to discuss the 
matter with a focus on the 
consumers who most need a 
socialized tariff. In the past, 
if you tried to economize on 
the use of water and electric¬ 
ity you ended up still paying 
a lot. In the new proposed 
system you stand to benefit 
greatly, both in commerce as 
well as in the household. 

Despite the fact that many 
of the representatives in the 
National Social Dialogue 
have vacation on their minds, 
every attempt will be made to 
have a decision on this im¬ 
portant matter by next week 
to establish an agreement on 
a social structure of the water 
and electricity tariffs on 
Aruba. 


Greenpeace ship Rainbow 
Warrior III debuts

BERNE-MOTZEN, Germany 
(AFP) - Greenpeace unveiled a 
new weapon in its campaign 
against environmental destruc¬ 
tion yesterday — a 23 million 
euro ($33.4 million) ship 
dubbed the Rainbow Warrior 
III. 

The state-of-the-art vessel 
went afloat in Berne-Motzen 
in northern Germany ahead of 
its official launch to mark 
Greenpeace’s 40th birthday in 
October. 

The original Rainbow War¬ 
rior, a converted fishing 
trawler, was sunk by French 
agents in New Zealand in 1985 
while attempting to stop nu¬ 
clear testing in the Pacific. 

The second is more than 50 
years old and is being retired 
after having been ’’rammed, 


raided and bombed” in numer¬ 
ous campaigns against nuclear 
testing, over-fishing and illegal 
logging, Greenpeace says. 

The 58-metre-long (190- 
foot-long) Rainbow Warrior III 
is the first to be built from 
scratch to its own specifica¬ 
tions. 

The boat is powered by 
sails on its 50-metre masts, by 
an electric motor allowing it to 
reach a top speed of 10 knots 
(18 km/h) and a diesel engine 
giving it 15 knots (28 km/h). 

Capable of housing a crew 
of up to 33 for four weeks 
without outside supplies, it 
also has a helipad in the stem 
and its masts will be decked 
out with 48 antennae and other 
pieces of electronic gadgetry.

Chavez returns to Venezuela 
after cancer op 


CARACAS, Veneuela (AFP) - 
A lively-looking President 
Hugo Chavez returned home 
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Monday on the eve of 
Venezuela’s bicentennial cele¬ 
brations, ending a near month¬ 
long hiatus after undergoing 
cancer surgery in Cuba. 

On exiting the plane from 
Havana in Caracas, the fire¬ 
brand anti-American leader 
raised his arm in a victory 
salute before being greeted by 
Vice President Elias Jaua, his 
brother Adan Chavez and sev¬ 
eral cabinet ministers. 

Chavez revealed in a video 
from Cuba on Thursday that 
doctors had removed a cancer¬ 
ous growth, ending weeks of 
mounting speculation about 
the reason for his extended 
stay in Cuba -- he began his of¬ 
ficial visit to Havana on June 
8 . 

The bombshell from the 
champion of the left, who has 
been elected president three 
times since 1998 and is an om¬ 
nipresent feature in Venezue¬ 
lan political life, raised fears 
of insecurity in South Amer¬ 
ica’s main oil producer. 

But the Venezuelan mili¬ 
tary, which briefly overthrew 
Chavez in an aborted coup in 
April 2002, quickly pledged 
its full allegiance and the 



leader's hasty return following 
the cancer announcement has 
calmed the political waters. 

Back in Venezuela, the 
president appeared lively and 
chatty — fitter than in last 
week's video from Cuba — 
even singing a few lines from 
a popular Venezuelan song. 

Chavez was rushed to hos¬ 
pital on June 10 for what was 
initially described as a pelvic 
abscess. He revealed on 
Thursday that doctors had 
then discovered a cancerous 
tumor, which was fully re¬ 
moved in a second operation. 

Caracas has given no de¬ 
tails on what sort of follow-up 
treatment the 56-year-old 
might need, nor has it dis¬ 
closed his cancer type. 


Israel readies for 
pro-Palestinian 
airport protest 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AFP) - 
Israel was making intense 
preparations yesterday to foil 
plans by hundreds of activists 
to flood Israel's Ben Gurion in¬ 
ternational airport on Friday in 
a show of solidarity with the 
Palestinians. 

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu has ordered Public 
Security Minister Yitzhak 
Aharonovitch to coordinate all 
law enforcement and aviation 
authorities, said a statement 
from Netanyahu's office. 

Israeli media reported that 
flights landing on Friday from 
Europe would be taken to a 
separate terminal and all pas¬ 
sengers carefully screened. 

"This planned provocation 
will be dealt with in accor¬ 
dance with Israeli law and in¬ 
ternational law and 
conventions," the statement 
from the premier's office said, 
without giving further details. 

Pro-Palestinian activists 
have said they plan to arrive in 
their hundreds at Ben Gurion 
airport outside Tel Aviv on 


July 8 to protest against Israel's 
blockade of the Gaza Strip. 

"We have responded to a 
call from Palestinian associa¬ 
tions and about 500 hundred of 
us, women, men and children, 
will leave on July 8 to show 
them the world hasn't forgotten 
them," organisers said on the 
website www.bienvenuepales- 
tine.com. 

The group is said to include 
about 300 French and others 
from Belgium, Germany, Italy 
and the United States. 

The move comes as a 
flotilla of international ac¬ 
tivists that had planned to try 
and breach the blockade failed 
to get permission to set sail 
from Greece, apparently as a 
result of Israeli diplomatic 
pressure. 

"This planned event is a 
continuation of the attempts to 
undermine Israel's right to 
exist and to attempt to breach 
its borders and sovereignty by 
sea, land and by air," the state¬ 
ment from Netanyahu's office 
said.

Students going to Holland 


What will be WEB’s losses in the

ORANJESTAD - In the 
weeks ahead many Aruba stu¬ 
dents are preparing to head off 
to Holland to study. This is a 
big and important step in the 
lives of our young people. Ob¬ 
viously, for parents and sib¬ 
lings of the student this can 
have a major impact. 

On the 30th of July many of 
our young people between 
ages 17 and 18 will be board¬ 
ing the big jet to commence a 
new chapter in their lives far 
away from home. 

It is very important that 
each student be well prepared 
before leaving to begin a new 
life of studying abroad. Here 
are a few things each student 
can do before leaving for Hol¬ 
land: 

Visit www.rijksoverheid.nl. 
Click on the “onderwijs en 
wetenschap” link to learn 
about the Dutch educational 
system. This is an excellent 
general introduction. You may 
also want to check out 
www.ib-groep.nl which will 
lead you to the website of duo- 
ib groep. Here you will find 
every type of information re¬ 
garding educational programs 
in Holland as well as informa¬ 
tion about study loans in Hol¬ 
land. 

A student, who is younger 
than 18 years of age, will need 
a parental guardian in Holland. 
An underage student will not 
be able to open a bank account, 
nor obtain a rent agreement, 
which are two very important 
matters for studying in Hol¬ 
land. Parents will have to 



arrange for a guardian before 
the student leaves Aruba. This 
must be done officially 
through a public notary. 

If a student already has an 
Aruban driver’s license, he 
will have to apply for a Dutch 
license in Holland (he will 
have to exchange his Aruban 
license for a Holland license). 

He will be able to drive 
with his Aruba license for a 
very limited time only. There 
are certain procedures to fol¬ 
low for the application of the 
new Holland license. For one, 
you will have to prove that you 
lived at least 185 days on 
Aruba (where you obtained 
your license) through a “verk- 
laring van inschrijving” from 
the Census Bureau. To ex¬ 
change his license, the student 
will need to request a “verklar- 
ing van geschiktheid” which 
must be requested by the stu¬ 
dent in the city where he is re¬ 
gistered. He will be required to 
fill in the form and send a copy 
of his Aruba driver’s license 
and pay 62 Euros. 


BALASHI — In last Friday’s 
National Social Dialogue rep¬ 
resentatives of various sectors 
in our community discussed 
the proposal of socializing the 
water and electricity tariffs. 
According to them this discus¬ 
sion has nothing to do with the 
recent threat of increasing 
these tariffs. You would recall 
that the government intervened 
and prohibited any such in¬ 
crease for the time being. The 
Prime Minister is of the opin¬ 
ion that before any type of in¬ 
crease there must be open 
discussions between the gov¬ 
ernment, Parliament, WEB 
and Elmar to ascertain what 
percentage we are talking 


about when referring to com¬ 
pany losses.. .what will be the 
exact amount of loss. The 
government is of the opinion 
that the potential losses for the 
upcoming 6 months can be ab¬ 
sorbed by the government, by 
WEB or by a combination - the 
government and WEB. Or we 
may discover that neither par¬ 
ties can absorb the loss, hence 
we would have to pass it on to 
the consumer in an eventual 
tariff increase. 

The government has in the 
mean time requested that WEB 
give them some time, and if 
there arise any problem with 
the bank, the government will 
address that matter. What the 


government is trying to avoid 
is any increase simply because 
the company is in dire straits. 

The Prime Minister re¬ 
marked that it is not customary 
for the government to get in¬ 
volved in the affairs of the 
company. However, in light of 
the fact that the price of fuel oil 
is dropping and the increase of 
15 to 16% would be devastat¬ 
ing, in addition to all the other 
increases the community 
faces; the government felt it 
imperative to intervene in the 
interest of the island and its 
people. The government is 
convinced that before any in¬ 
crease they must first conduct 
an in-depth research.

COLOMBIA - Tanja Ni¬ 
jmeijer, the Dutch woman 
who is a member of the 
FARC movement in Colom¬ 
bia, has been promoted 
within the rebel group, says 
Colombian radio station 
Caracol. 

Recent deserters from the 
FARC have told Dutch citi¬ 
zen Liduine Zumpolle that 
Ms Nijmeijer is administra¬ 
ting a large area of land for 
the rebels. Ms Zumpolle 
works with imprisoned for¬ 
mer members of the FARC. 

Ms Nijmeijer’s former 
FARC commander, Victor 
Julio Suarez Rojas, alias 
Mono Jojoy, is said to have 
been previously in charge of 
the land. He was killed in a 
raid by government forces in 
September 2010. 


Advice Committee on Pharmaceutical List presents first 
ever annual report 



Last year a new decree was 
passed to regulate the function¬ 
ing and work of the advice 
committee regarding the phar¬ 
maceutical list (list of medica¬ 
tions). This committee bears 
the name: Adviescommissie 
(advice committee) Ge- 
neesmiddelenlijst Amba (phar¬ 
maceutical list) or AGA. The 
new decree mandates that this 


organization must present an 
annual report, among others, to 
justify the existence of this 
committee. 

The composition of AGA 
was changed and emphasizes 
that it is not a commission of 
AZV, but a ministerial com¬ 
mission which offers inde¬ 
pendent advice. The new 
decree also mandates that the 


quality of medicines must be 
carefully scrutinized, as well as 
the relationship between price 
and quality of all medicines. 
This is to make certain that 
each medicine can be accepted 
to be included on the approved 
list of medicines for Aruba. 

During 2010 the AGA com¬ 
mission advised that certain 
medicines should be deleted 
from the so called positive list 
of accepted medications. That 
advice sparked quite some dis¬ 
cussion and as a result im¬ 
porters agreed to offer a 10% 
discount on those medications. 
The commission began inves¬ 
tigating which medications 
may be considered “personal 
care products” which should 
be paid for by the patient re¬ 
questing them. This advice is 
forthcoming.

Argentina considers OPEC-like deal 
for lithium 


Taiwan in stealth technology 
breakthrough: report 



BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Argentina is promoting the 
idea of an OPEC-like cartel 
for itself, Bolivia and Chile, 
which together control 85 
percent of the world's re¬ 
serves of lithium, a key com¬ 
ponent in electric car 
batteries. 

"In the near future and 
with our production at such a 
high level, Bolivia, Argentina 
and Chile will control the 
lithium market," said 
Rodolfo Tecchi, the director 
of the technology and science 
promotion division of the Ar¬ 
gentine Ministry of Science 
and Technology. 

"They could do it with a 
sort of OPEC-like arrange¬ 
ment," he added. 

The three countries, which 
Forbes magazine calls the 
"Saudi Arabia of lithium," 
would establish "control 
mechanisms for the sale of 
lithium carbonate, avoiding 
the lower prices that come 
with overproduction," he 
added, an idea at the heart of 
OPEC's operations. 

Not everyone in the industry 


agrees, including the head of 
the Argentina chamber of min¬ 
ing industries in the province of 
Salta, Facundo Huidobro. 

"The idea is a bit prema¬ 
ture," said Huidobro. "We 
have to make sure that invest¬ 
ments have been made." 

Salta, along with the 
northern provinces of Jujuy 
and Catamarca, contain Ar¬ 
gentina's largest lithium de¬ 
posits. 

Argentina has about 10 
percent of the world's re¬ 
serves, after Chile, with 25 
percent in Atacama, in the 
north of the country, and Bo¬ 
livia, which holds about half 
the world's supply in Uyuni, 
the world's largest salt flat. 


$ 6 , 000 . 

While lithium is also used 
for cellphone and computer bat¬ 
teries, experts expect its greatest 
use will be in electric cars. 

Last year Bolivia an¬ 
nounced a $900 million (628 
million euro) investment for 
lithium in three phases: pro¬ 
duction of lithium carbonate, 
then metallic lithium and fi¬ 
nally, after 2014, lithium bat¬ 
teries. 

In Argentina, Sales Jujuy, 
which belongs to the Aus¬ 
tralian company Orocobre 
and is associated with au¬ 
tomaker Toyota, just received 
the go-ahead to mine lithium 
and potassium. 


TAIPEI (AFP) - Taiwan has 
developed a radar-absorbent 
material in a breakthrough in 
the island's development of 
stealth technology, local 
media reported Monday. 

Tests showed that a navy 
50-tonne Seagull-class mis¬ 
sile boat painted with the ma¬ 
terial was not spotted on a 
radar screen until it could be 
seen with the naked eye, the 
United Daily News said. It is 
the first time Taiwan has de¬ 
veloped such material. 

The navy declined to com¬ 


ment on the report. 

It was not immediately 
clear if the material would be 
used in the navy's fleet of 10 
locally manufactured 171- 
tonne missile boats, whose 
design is already intended to 
reduce radar detection. 

The ships, which are 
armed with four Taiwan- 
made Hsiungfeng II (Brave 
Wind) ship-to-ship missiles, 
are intended to replace the 
aging Seagull-class missile 
boats, the navy said.

Overweight men have 
poorer sperm count 



STOCKHOLM,Sweden 
(AFP)-Overweight or obese 
men, like their female counter¬ 
parts, have a lower chance of 
becoming a parent, according 
to a comparison of sperm 
quality presented at a Euro¬ 
pean fertility meeting Monday. 

In what they described as 
the largest study of its kind, 
doctors looked at sperm sam¬ 
ples from 1,940 men and 
matched them to the donor's 
weight. 

The benchmark was the 
body mass index (BMI), a 
measure of body fat among 
adults. Under this, normal 
weight is defined as a BMI of 
18.5-25; overweight as 25-30 
and obesity as 30 or more. 

The higher the count in ex¬ 


cess weight, the more the 
sperm quality suffered, espe¬ 
cially among those in the 
obese category, according to 
the findings, presented at the 
annual conference of the Euro¬ 
pean Society of Human Re¬ 
production and Embryology 
(ESHRE) in Stockholm. 

"Excess weight causes a 
modification in sperm charac¬ 
teristics, probably as a result of 
hormonal disturbance, which 
results in lower sperm num¬ 
bers, motility and vitality," 
said Paul Cohen-Bacrie, scien¬ 
tific director at Eylau-Unilabs 
in Paris, part of a Swiss-based 
network of labs in 12 Euro¬ 
pean countries. 

The research found that the 
sperm count was lower by 10 
percent among overweight 
men, and by 20 percent among 
obese men, compared with 
counterparts of normal weight. 

The percentage of men 
who had a zero sperm count 
rose almost fourfold, from one 
percent in the normal weight 
category, to 3.8 percent, in the 
obese category. 


Swedish model slashes multiple-birth 
risk in IVF pregnancies

STOCKHOLM,Sweden 
(AFP)-Swedish doctors on 
Monday presented a new 
method they said dramatically 
reduces the risk of multiple 
births from in-vitro fertilisa¬ 
tion (IVF) without affecting 
chances of having a baby. 

The technique will help 
doctors determine the chances 
of giving birth to a healthy 
baby through IVF, they said. 

At present, fertility clinics 
tend to transfer several em¬ 


bryos to the uterus to boost 
the chance of a live birth, but 
this often leads to multiple 
pregnancies that carry a 
higher risk of complications 
for the mother as well as a 
lower birth weight and devel¬ 
opmental difficulties for the 
child. 

With this model, "when it 
is time for transferring em¬ 
bryos, if we see that the twin 
risk is too high, we only 
transfer one embryo and we 
freeze the others," he ex¬ 
plained. 

Over four years (2004- 
2007), his clinic transferred 
3,410 embryos. The model 
helped slash the rate of twins 
in IVF pregnancies from 
about 26 percent in a preced¬ 
ing four-year period, to 1.9 
percent. 

At the same time, the rate 
of live births per fresh embryo 
IVF transfer fell slightly from 
29.1 to 24.6 percent, while for 
an embryo that had been 
frozen, stored and thawed, it 
stayed almost the same at 31.1 
percent.

test the model with the help of 
web-based software.

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ExxonMobil expands Yellowstone pipeline 
cleanup 


Strauss-Kahn to sue French 
attempted rape accuser 


MONTANA,(AFP)- Exxon¬ 
Mobil said it was expanding 
its cleanup efforts following a 
pipeline spill of crude oil into 
the Yellowstone River in 
Montana and that the total 
amount released was between 
750 and 1,000 barrels. 

"We are bringing in experts 
from across the country to 
clean up the oil," ExxonMobil 
Pipeline Company president 
Gary Pruessing said in a state¬ 
ment. 

No cause has been identi¬ 
fied for the release of oil from 
the pipeline, the company 
said, adding that it "met all 
regulatory requirements and 
has undergone inspection 


most recently in December." 

ExxonMobil also prom¬ 
ised "a thorough investiga¬ 
tion" of the leak. 

Considered one of the 
most scenic Western US 
rivers, the Yellowstone River 
starts in northwestern 
Wyoming and flows north¬ 
ward through Yellowstone 
National Park, feeding Yel¬ 
lowstone Lake and creating 
famous Yellowstone Falls. 

It is one of the principal 
tributaries of the upper Mis¬ 
souri River. 

Although the spill lies 
downstream from Yellow¬ 
stone National Park, the river 
is seen as a major tourist at¬ 


traction along all of its length. 

The National Wildlife 
Federation said the spill high¬ 
lights the dangers of such 
pipelines and is an argument 
for opposing a major pipeline 
to bring in oil from the Cana¬ 
dian tar sands. 

"Oil and gas disasters are 
tragically common," the fed¬ 
eration's Miles Grant said. 

"Now the oil industry 
wants to build a new pipeline 
cutting right through Amer¬ 
ica's heartland. The Keystone 
XL pipeline wouldn't carry 
just any oil — it would carry 
tar sands, one of the dirtiest 
fuels on the planet." 


PARIS, (AFP) - Former IMF chief Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
will sue for slander a French woman accusing him of at¬ 
tempted rape, his lawyers said in a statement Monday. 
Strauss-Kahn had taken note of journalist Tristane Banon's 
intention to lodge an attempted rape complaint against him, 
the lawyers said, dismissing the claims as "imaginary" and 
adding they were "in the process of compiling a libel com¬ 
plaint" against Banon. The ex-chief of the international Mon¬ 
etary Fund, "notes that the complaint (by Banon) ... comes 
at a time when the untruthful nature of the accusations he 
faces in the United States are no longer in any doubt," the 
statement said.As a result, Strauss-Kahn has directed lawyer 
Henri Leclerc and his associate Frederique Baulieu to draw 
up a complaint of slander against Banon, it added. 



Antwerp diamond industry ties 
up with China 


BRUSSELS,Belgium (AFP)- 
The Antwerp diamond indus¬ 
try, world capital of the gem, 
on Monday announced an in¬ 
vestment deal with leading 
Chinese bank ICBC. 

The Antwerp World Dia¬ 
mond Centre (AWDC) in a 
statement announced the deal 
with ICBC, which could act as 
an intermediary to provide fi¬ 
nance for diamond transac¬ 
tions in Antwerp. 


"It is the first time a Chi¬ 
nese bank entirely commits 
and decides to finance the dia¬ 
mond sector through 
Antwerp," said AWDC chief 
executive Ari Epstein. 

"The diamond is a special 
investment product and has a 
distinct function that other in¬ 
vestment products cannot re¬ 
place," ICBC's Jiang Jianqing 
said.

"We firmly believe that the 
Belgian economy through the 
diamond industry will play a 
predominant role in ending the 
financial crisis," he added. 

The AWDC is planning to 
organise from October 24 a 
10-day roadshow in China to 
promote Antwerp to the coun¬ 
try's top jewellers. 

Around 80 percent of the 
trade in uncut diamonds and 
half of world trade in cut 
stones transits through the 
northern Belgian town, which 
is facing increasing competi¬ 
tion, including from India.

Italian court seeks 
20-year terms in 
asbestos mega-trial 


TURIN,Italy (AFP)-A court in 
Turin on Monday requested 
jail terms of 20 years against a 
Swiss billionaire and a Belgian 
baron in the biggest ever trial 
over asbestos-related deaths, 
judicial officials said. 

Stephan Schmidheiny, the 
former Swiss owner of the 
Etemit construction firm, and 
Jean-Louis Marie Ghislain de 
Cartier de Marchienne, a top 
shareholder from Belgium, are 
being tried in absentia. 

The trial is a mass civil ac¬ 
tion in which some 6,000 peo¬ 
ple are seeking damages over 
the deaths of around 3,000 
people who worked at or lived 
near Etemit's plants in Italy. 

The prosecution requested 
the maximum sentence of 12 


years imprisonment and de¬ 
manded eight more years be 
added on the grounds that as¬ 
bestos can trigger ailments 
decades after exposure. 

The prosecution's five-year 
inquiry determined that the 
two executives were effec¬ 
tively responsible for Etemit's 
Italian operations at the time of 
the contaminations in the 
1970s, a claim rejected by the 
defence team. 

The fibrous crystal mineral 
is primarily used as building 
insulation for its sound absorp¬ 
tion and resistance to fire, heat 
and electrical damage but ex¬ 
posure to it can cause lung in¬ 
flammation and cancer. 

A verdict could be handed 
down at the end of the year.

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Pope opens Vatican art show

THE VATICAN (AFP)-Pope 
Benedict XVI on Monday re¬ 
viewed work by 60 artists dur¬ 
ing the debut of a programme 
he spearheaded hoping to 
strengthen links between the 
cultural world and the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

The exhibition, titled 
"Splendour of the truth, beauty 
of the Truth", featured mainly 
European artists, sculptures, 
architects and musicians who 
agreed to display their work at 
the Vatican's Paul VI Audience 


Hall. 

"I would like to renew to 
all artists a friendly and pas¬ 
sionate appeal," the pope, a 
music lover, said. 

"Never separate artistic cre¬ 
ativity of the truth from char¬ 
ity ... but with the richness of 
your genius, your creative en¬ 
thusiasm, always be, with 
courage, seekers of the truth 
and witnesses of charity," he 
added. 

"Charity makes life a mas¬ 
terpiece and every man an 


artist," the pope told the as¬ 
sembled artists, some of 
whom displayed work created 
specifically for the event, 
while others exhibited work 
done previously. 

The 104-year-old Brazilian 
architect Oscar Niemeyer dis¬ 
played his designs for the 
steeple of the main church in 
Brazilian town Belo Hori¬ 
zonte. 

The Vatican has for a num¬ 
ber of years been trying to 
woo the arts closer to Catholi¬ 
cism. The current pope invited 
260 artists to the Sixtine 
Chapel in 2009. 

His predecessor John Paul 
II in 1999 said the Roman 
Catholic Church "needed art". 

In 1964, Paul VI apolo¬ 
gised for the Church's intoler¬ 
ance towards art. 

Christianity inspired much 
of the art produced in the Mid¬ 
dle Ages up to the 17th-cen¬ 
tury Baroque era, including 
the Renaissance period. 

But wars and tragedies in 
the 20th century widened the 
gap between religious faith 
and artistic expression, which 
rebelled against the romanti¬ 
cism of the past.

Sangakkara wants politics 
out of Sri Lankan cricket 


LONDON (AFP) - Sri Lanka 
star Kumar Sangakkara has 
welcomed the International 
Cricket Council (ICC) direc¬ 
tive requiring all national 
boards to be elected without 
political interference. 

His call came just days 
after Sri Lanka's sports min¬ 
ister said he had forced the 
national cricket board com¬ 
mittee to step down follow¬ 
ing allegations of financial 
mismanagement. 

Sri Lanka co-hosted the 
2011 World Cup and were left 
with a $69 million bill, with 
media reports suggesting that 
mismanagement by Sri Lanka 
Cricket had been responsible 
for cost over-runs. 

"We have to aspire to bet¬ 
ter administration," said San¬ 
gakkara in the text of his 
MCC Spirit of Cricket Cow¬ 
drey Lecture delivered at 
Lord's on Monday. 

"The administration needs 


to adopt the same values en¬ 
shrined by the team over the 
years: integrity, transparency, 
commitment and discipline," 
added Sangakkara, the first 
active cricketer to deliver the 
lecture, who on Sunday 
played at Lord's in the Sri 
Lanka side that beat England 
by six wickets in the third 
one-day international. 

"Unless the administration 
is capable of becoming more 
professional, forward-think¬ 
ing and transparent then we 
risk alienating the common 
man," said Sangakkara, who 
stepped down as Sri Lanka 
captain after the World Cup 
final defeat by India in Mum¬ 
bai in April. 

"The solution to this may 
be the ICC taking a stand to 
suspend member boards with 
any direct detrimental politi¬ 
cal interference and allega¬ 
tions of corruption and 
mismanagement.” 


Ecuador’s evergreen Elizaga makes his point 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
They say you have to be a lit¬ 
tle crazy to be a goalkeeper - 
but Ecuador's veteran shot- 
stopper Marcelo Elizaga 
drove Paraguay mad with his 
stellar showing in Sunday's 
goalless draw at Santa Fe. 

Elizaga, a 39-year-old 
from the Argentine city of 
Moron, is a latecomer to the 
international stage having 
only made his debut for his 
adopted country at the 2007 
Copa. 

But Sunday saw him leap¬ 
ing about like a man a decade 
younger as he denied Edgar 
Barreto, Nestor Ortigoza and 
Roque Santa Cruz, whose

Vacansoleil's Feillu and 
Movistar rider Rojas 
launched late charges, but 
Farrar came over the finish 
half a bike length clear. 

"It's fantastic, I've been 
working to get this for a long 
time," said Farrar. 

"It's the first mass sprint of 
the Tour, and it's always a bit 
chaotic. But the team almost 
made it easy for me. 

"We showed yesterday 
how strong our team is, win¬ 
ning the team time trial. It 
was a relief, and took the 
pressure off the shoulders. 

"It just keeps on getting 
better now." 

Although his win came on 
America's Independence 
Day, Farrar — who made a 
'W' gesture shortly after 
crossing the line — immedi¬ 
ately dedicated the victory to 
stricken friend Wouter Wey- 
landt of Belgium.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
National media laid into five¬ 
time world champions Brazil 
on Monday after the au- 
riverde made a hash of their 
first Copa America pool 
match, drawing 0-0 with rank 
outsiders Venezuela.

"The men's team turned in 
a ridiculous performance 
against the Venezuelans and 
the players left the pitch 
shame-faced after the 0-0 
draw," stormed O Globo 
daily in a leader article.

badly," the paper moaned.

Lance sports daily, noting 
that Venezuela are nicknamed 
the Vinotinto - red wine in 
Spanish, owing to their bur¬ 
gundy kit - said: "Brazil tasted 
a bitter red and disappointed." 

Conversely, the Venezue¬ 
lan press were elated at their 
team's showing. 

"A golden point," chorused 
El Nacional and El Universal, 
while Ultimas Noticias was 
fulsome in its praise. 

"The Vinotinto really gave 
us something to enjoy," the 
paper said. 

President Hugo Chavez, 
making a surprise return 
home after surgery in Cuba to 
remove a cancerous tumour, 
also got in on the act via the 
new media, using his Twitter 
account to praise the players. 

"What a tremendous show¬ 
ing by the Vinotinto! How 
proud we are of you boys! My 
best wishes to our coach Cesar 
Farias and to all of you," 
Chavez tweeted.
